Burt Li Colonel Beawmont, and five 
Gomme who were upon the Spot, when they were 
them, refufed to accept them; for which 
ok afign’d the following Reafons; They faid 
their Companies were compleat; that they could 
not cafbier Englifbmen to receive Foreigners ; and, if 
they were not to chufe their own Men, they de- 
fired to lay down their Commiffions. For this they 
were tried and broke by a Court Martial ; and, upon 
this, moft of the cers in the fame Regiment 
refign’d their Commitfions. As the Craftfnran fated 
the Thing, it looked asif King Fames’s Army had 
abandoned their Sovercign out of private Pique. As 
the Cafe really ftood, the Officers chofe rather to 
ferve their Country, than to ferve an infatuated 
Prince apainft their Country. Thus the Truth being 
againft the Craft/man, the Craft(man was forced to be 
againft Truth ; but, fure, fuch a Writer will never 
have much Credit with any Man who can read 
Engl and hath read Englib Hiftory. 

HE next Point that is laboured, is the Significan- 
cy of a Militia; which isa Poiat I fhall not difpute 
with him. But if he thinks che long and pisedy 
Wars between the Houfes of York and Lancafter will 
recommend his Project to thé Publick, I hope he 
will find himfelf miftaken ; becaufe whatever Mr.

This is the old Project oft ring to our ancient 
Government put into anew Drefs ; the Bottom of 
the Bufinefs is, that a Power of affronting the Crown, 
and opprefling the People, which was the old Pri- 
vilege of the Barons, is, in the Opinion of Mr. D°An- 
vers, a more cligible thing than our prefent Conftitu- 
tion, whereby the Regal Authority, while legally 
executed, and the Freedom of the People alfo are 
effe€tually fecured. To have faid this in fo many 
Words, would have difgufted the People, who would 
not like to be Slaves evento Mr, D’ Anvers's Patrons , 
but crying up the Courage of the Englijb Nation, and 
magnifying the Might of the Militia, was a well- 
chofen Method of doing the fame Thing: For if 
under this Pretence, the Army fhould be disbanded, 
we need not doubt but an Experiment would foon be 
made of Englifb_ Courage, that is, of our Difpofition 
to cut each others Throats to ferve the Purpofes of 
artful and ambitious Men. This was the Curfe of the 
Times Mr. D° Anvers {peaks of ; and this would be the 
Curfe of ours, if fome People could prevail. As 
to the Ridiculing of the Militia, I know nobod 
that ever attempted it but the Craft/man. Indeed it 
would be enough to ftrike any other Writer dumb, 
fhould one bur quote what he has faid on this Sub- 
je& elfewhere, in oppofition to what he has faid here: 
But Caleb is fo ufed to fay one thing To-day, and an- 
other To-morrow ; he is fo practifed in afhrming and 
denying, in afferting any thing, or difclaiming any 
thing which may ferve a prefent Turn, that I know 
he would but laugh at it. For as there is nothing in 
the World he loves fo much as a Jeff, fo his Readets 
are then moft miftaken whenever they believe him in 
Earneft. We and his Party heretofore raifed a Horfe 
Laugh, at the Train’d Bands being drawn out ; nay, 
not contented with this, they ferioufly reprefented 
fuch Exercife as a Grievance. Now the Non exercifing 
the Militia is a more flagrant Grievance. Should they 
be Exercifed again, and appear to have the fame 
Spirit of Loyalty in them that poflefies the Army, that 

would be the worft Grievance ot all. The Point is, 
thefe Gentlemen want to demolifh the Adminiftration ; 
they want Strength to do it themfelves ; they have 
appealed in vain to the People; and now, if I can 

ucfs at their Defigns, they would fain engage the 
Adminiftration to concur in demolifhing itfelf. As 
for themfelves, they fpeak, they write, they mob for 
their Caufe with Impunity ; but if the Miniftry fpeak 
for themfelves, if any Body writes for them ; or, if 
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Throats, thef Péople are ready to run diftraéted, 
and take it very much ami(s, that all who heer theit 
Ravings do not run diftrated. toe. 

Ae 0 what is faid of the Civil War in the Reign 
of King Charles 1. it is fo myflerious, that I really 
know met what to make of it. He fays, the Parlia- 


ona Army, confifting of Officersand Soldiers, raw 
a 


undifviplin'd, ‘beat the “get Army, whofe 
Officers were old and experienced, without ortag any 
Advantage of Ground, or any extraordinary Acci- 
dent ; and he afcribes this to the Obedience and Braver 
of the new-raifed Apprentices. To me this looks as if 
he would put Apprentices upon trying their Hands 
again. A little atcer he cells us, that moft of the 
Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy, were on the King’s Side, 
partly from Principle, partly from Motives of Jmtereft 5 
and on thefe very Principles and Motives, he tells us 
afterwards, they ran away. This I am fure of, that 
if they did fo, they pay’d dearly for it; and Expe- 
rience fhews, that they took a wrong Step whea they 
thought to efcape Slavery, by deferting the Crown ; 
fince they met with People who did not think that 
former Injuries were blotted out by a late Defertion 
tothem: On the contrary, they punifhed them fe- 
verely for the former, and diftrufted and de{pifed 
them for the latter, which made many of them go 
round again. 
His Declamation againft Game Laws, is another 
popular Point: He citcs a Stature of the 33. Hen. § 
to prove the whole Nation is obliged to bear Arms, 
and fays, that it is unrepealed at prefent. I can teil 
him, that there was as exprefs a Law in the Days of 
Edward the Confeffor, and that this is unrepealed too : 
But what is all thisto the Purpofe? The Game Laws 
ate as much Laws as thefe, and therefore he ought to 
fhew that it is reafonable to Repeal them; or, that 
it isat prefent neceflary to put Arms into the Hands 
of all the People of Britain, becaufe Mr. D’ Anvers 
and his Patrons arc angry with the Army and the 4d- 
pomp 24 ry His neutral Account of the Coil War 
in the laft Century, tended co thew, that ‘Prentices, 
it they pleafed, might be Soldiers; and his Spleen 
againft the Game Laws, feems to arife from their 
keeping Arms out of the Handsof fuch as he would 
make Soldiers. The following Sentence, which is 
near the Clofe of his Paper, may ferve as a Key to 
the Whole, and therefore with it I fhall clofe mine. 
* The only thing I thall add, fays he, is that the
